have been purchased and will be here 
within 
thirty days 
it has been 
an­ 
nounced. 
Practically all 
the equip­ 
ment but that on the sundry list has 
now been ordered and as soon as the 
laying of the marbleoid floor is com­ 
pleted the work of moving in the fur­ 
niture and 
hospital equipment 
will 
commence. 
A force of six men are 
now pushing the work of laying the 
floor. 
This will be finished by 
the 
end of next week. 
The floor will be 
allowed to set for one week and 
by 
that time the furniture and operating 
room equipment is expected to be here. 
By the 
first of September, 
those 
who are in charge of the work believe 
a greater part of equipment will be in 
place and attention will then be turn­

a hospital staff 
of 
nurses and helpers and the purchase 
of numerous sundry articles that are 
needed.

may be ready for the official opening 
by the middle of October, it 
is pos­ 
sible the date may be later, due to the 
uncertainty in freight shipments and 
the time

paign for funds to follow the opening. 
It has been announced that the lab­ 
oratory equipment for the hospital is 
being furnished by the People's Drug 
Store.

It’s old but its heai~t is 
young. The biggest cathedral doesn’t 
always encompass the deepest religion

mal and the oats ninety eight per 
cent. 
There 
are 
approximately 
15,750 
acres planted in com in 
the 
county 
which is ninety eight per cent of the 
acreage of last year. 
The crop now 
is figured at eighty seven per cunt of 
normal. 
The county’s potato crop 
will yield ninety one per cent of nor­ 
mal, with 
1,933 acres 
out 
in 
this 
,»roduct. 
Pennsylvania’s field crops in 1920 
will be worth more 
than 
$400,000,- 
000, from estimates of the yield made 
July I, according

ed at the last session pf, .^ingress to 
place the land forces on a permanent 
peace-basis. 
While the regular army will contain 
only 295,000 officers and men scatter­ 
ed over the country and the iaaular 


temporary officers have been kept on 
duty and it is 
the plan to reach the 
full officer strength 
by commission­ 
ing about 7,000 such officers and en­ 
listed men 
in the permanent army. 
Officers and men to be so commission­ 
ed will be selected by a board, known 
as 
the Pershing 
board, headed 
by 
General Pershing and including 
six 
other officers. 
The bill broadens the scope of the 
reserve officer# training corps at 
the 
various eduoational • institutions over 
the country, provides instructors and 
material for the schools and also au­ 
thorize# summer camps to last

lished the enlisted reserve corpl and 
the officers Reserve corps. 
The mem­ 
bers of the 
former, except veterans 
of the world war, are required Jo en­ 
list for three years.

The officers reserve corps is 
com­ 
posed of officers who held temporary 
or reserve 
commissions during

war emergency and graduates of -the 
student officers training school. 
To accomplish the 
reorganization 
of the National Guard and the initial 
organization of the reserve, the army 
bill provides for a general committee 
to 
be composed 
of regular 
army 
general 
staff officers 
and an 
equal 
number of reserve or national guard 
officers. 
In addition, 52 other 
com­ 
mittees, representing each state and 
territory will arrange 
the National 
Guard organization in each state and 
territory. 
Some of these committees 
have not been appc ntcd by the 
gov­ 
ernors and consequently this work has 
not yet been put under way. 
While no full plan of organisation 
has been 
made public, a 
tentative 
plan to be placed before the commit­ 
tees 
would divide 
the country 
into 
nine district* with aa army corps in 
each, This corps would consist of one 
regular, one guard 
and two re.scrve 
divisions,

emergency the two reserve divisions,
